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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 . See 
page 2 of the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants assert the Eudragit® family of polymethylmethacrylate coating 
lacquers are well known and based on the disclosure of the instant specification the 
trademark instantly claimed does not render the instant claims indefinite. 

Examiner disagrees. While the family of trademarked goods may be well known 
based on their generic name, Applicants have not shown the specific formulation of 
Eudragit RS 30D was well known, i.e the specific combination of 
polymethylmethacrylates was known. As such, it is unclear if the trademarked 
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composition is the same at the time of invention and as the trademarked composition 
currently sold. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hendrickson et al (US 5,286,497). 

Applicants assert the instant claims are directed to a coating applied over a 
pharmacologically active substance and nothing in Hendrickson teaches or suggests 
this combination. 

Examiner disagrees. The instant claims are directed to a formulation with an 
intended use of being a pharmacologically intert coating to be applied to a surface of a 
tooth of a patient. As discussed in the Office Action mailed 07/22/08 and incorporated 
herein by reference, intended uses are not given patentable weight where the 
composition itself is disclosed in the prior art. As such, the instant claims are interpreted 
as a combination of a pharmacologically-active substance and a coating formed of an 
aqueous dispersion of a polymethylmethacrylate and a plasticizer. Where the prior art 
discloses Eudragit RS 30D mixed with in solution with a simethicone emulsion 
(simethicone is a pharmacologically-active substance) and a plasticizer, the instant 
claims are properly rejected as being anticipated where all the instant limitations are 
disclosed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hendrickson et al (US 5,286,497). 

Applicants assert the claims are patentable for the reasons asserted in regards to 
the anticipation rejection discussed above. 

Examiner disagrees for the reasons recited above.
